| Atom-Powered Plane 
Of Supersonic Speeds 
Said in Production 


CLEVELAND, OHIO. — Develop- 
ment of an atomic-powered air- 
plane, able to circle the globe at 
supersonic speeds, is in progress 
and a date for its test flight is in the 
offing. 

Andrew Alitinsky, chief engineer 
of the Oak Ridge, Tenn., atomic 
center has said that work on the 
plane is on a definite timetable. 

The plane will be of larger dimen- 
sions than current bombers, it was 
said, but will resemble present 
supersoning models in appearance, 

Speaking before the institute of 
aeronautical sciences, the 36-year 
old scientist said the main obstacle 
to overcome will be the shielding 
against lethal nuclear radiation 
within weight limits imposed by 
aircraft. However, he said the tre- 
mendous weight of gasoline in con- 
ventional aircraft affords a good 
margin for the shielding job, since 
fuel weight will be negligible in an 
atomic-powered plane. 

“A pound of uranium has about 
two million times as much energy 
as a pound of gasoline."’ Kalitinsky 
said, “and that's what excites scien- 
tists, since present supersonic 
planes use fuel so fast and can car- 
ry so little that the X-1 rocket craft, 
for example, can only fly three 
minutes."’ 

Kalitinsky said there still remain 
many complicated problems in the 
application of atomic energy to air- 
craft, but ‘‘these problems do not 


‘look insurmountable.” 


The development of the atomic: 
powered aircraft is a joint under- 
taking of the atomic energy com- 
mission, the national advisory com- 
mittee for aeronautics and the air 
force and navy,

CINCINNATI.—A burglar, 
gered because he couldn't crack 
a safe in the Queen City Laundry 
here, set fire to the place and 
left a note telling why.

Atom Bombing Survivors 
Appear Now Out of Danger 


WASHINGTON.—After more than 
five years, survivors of the atomic 
bombings of Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki appear to be out of danger. 
Very few of the dreaded delayed ef- 
fects have appeared, according to 
reports to the atomic energy com- 


mission. 

A thorough study of the blood pic- 
ture of the survivors was made 
last year. ‘There was a slight de- 
crease from normal in both red 
blood, cells and various types of 
white cells, but this was not suffi- 
cient to affect general health. Al- 
most the same picture obtained in 
the Japanese city of Kure 


A good many babies have been 
born in both A-bombed cities since 
1945. There were predictions that 
children of the bomb victims would 
show a high percentage of deform- 
ity. This has not been the case. 

There was only one significant 
positive finding reported by a team 
of doctors headed by Dr. David 
Cogan cf Harvard university. They 
detected 10 cases of cataracts of the 
eyes which were undoubtedly due 
to radiation. Accepting those ex: 
amined as a fair sample, it is pre- 
dicted that about 6 per cent of all 
those within 1,000 yards of the 
center of the explosion eventually 
will develop such cataracts, which 
lead to blindness, 

“Otherwise,’’ says the report, 
“those surviving the acute effects 
of radiation can expect a reasonably 
normai life,’’ 

It is stressed, however, that it 
may Still be too early to make this 
prediction with complete assurance, 
There is reason to suppose that 
there will be a somewhat greater 
amount of leukemia, the incurable 
‘blood cancer,’ as the years go by. 


Russia Named Beneficiary 
In Will of Late New Yorker 


NEW YORK.—New Yorker Laird 
Shields Goldsborough has _be- 
queathed ‘certain articles of spe- 
cial rarity'’’ to the Russian govern- 
ment, Shields, a former foreign af- | 
fairs editor of Time magazine, | 
jumped or fell to his death from his 
office on the ninth floor of 9 Rocke- 
feller plaza. 

In his will, he named the Russian 
government an alternative legatee 
to the contents of a safe deposit 
box, described only as 
articles of special rarity." 

The Elizabethan club of Yale uni- 
versity, the Metropolitan museum 
of art, the British museum in Lon- 
don and the Hermitage museum of 
Leningrad, in turn, have the chance 
to take the articles. 

If none accepts, Goldsborough's 
will directed that ‘‘said articles be 
given to the de facto government 
for the time being in Russia, to 
have and to hold to its own use and 
benefit absolutely and forever.”

Many Can’t Get Jobs 

They cannot get jobs because of 
current unemployment. There are 
about 100,000 such mothers in the 
area served by the Bavarian Moth- 
exs’ service, They are allowed about 
$12 a month from the government, 
in an economy where a pair of shoes 
costs $8. 

“Nobody wants them,’’ said Dr. 
Nopitsch. ‘It is worst for those 
women whose husbands return from 
Russian camps. 

“The man returns, exhausted, 
without energy, ideas or initiative. 
He is always thinking about his 
comrades who were left behind in 
camp. He is hardened, He does his 
own sewing. He has been away for 
so many years that the children 
don't recognize him as their father.

The reader who cancels a news 
paper subscription does not cance! 
telephone, gas, water or electric 
service to show displeasure with 
those services, Yet, the home town 
newspaper is, in many ways, com 
parable to utility services, 

There is a 


Subscription notable differ- 
Isa ence between 
Fraction newspaper and 
other utility 

services, It is the individual sub 


scriber's share of the cost, For all 
services except newspaper, the sub: 
scriber pays the full share of cost

newspaper, 


plus a profit or its equivalent. 

The subscription price of the home 
town newspaper, however, is but 
a fraction of the actual cost of 
producing and delivering it to each 
subscriber. 

Unlike other services, where the 
subscriber can somewhat control 
the cost through regulation of the 
amount used, neither the subscriber 
nor the publisher can regulate the 
amount of newspaper service to be 
rendered, Being a continuous re- 
cording of local history, the amount 
of newspaper space required is 
bound to fluctuate. To meet its obli- 
gation, yet keep the cost of its serv- 
ice so low all can afford it, is why 
the paper sells subscriptions below 
cost.
